DENIES CRITICISM
Carnegie Says Charge Against

His Peace Foundation Is
Unfounded.

Now Tork, Februarv 21..Andrew
Carneprio assorted to-day that there
was "not ono lota of truth" In the
criticism of his peace endowment ox-
pressed on Thursday by United States
Senator O'Gorman during a discussion
by the Senate of a renewal of the gen¬
eral arbitration treaties.
Senator O'Gorman declared that the

Carnegie endowment was not organised jfor the promotion of peace; that Its
principal purpose was sinister and cor-
rupt, for tho benefit of certain Inter-
csts represented by those who domlnat- Jed It, and that It sought to promote
an Anglo-American alliance. To provo
this he quoted from an article, entitled
"Triumphant Democracy," written by
Mr. Carnegie, in which a question was
suKuested.

In his statement to-day Mr. CarneRle
gave a list of the directors of the Foun-
datlon, and said that each was chosen
because he was one of tho foremost
citizens of Ills community. "Trlutn-
phant Democracy." he said, "was writ-
ten twenty-eight years ago. it is al- i
ways safe to prophesy," he added, "If
you do not fix a date for fulfillment;
'triumphant democracy' had this mer-
It; It fixed no date. It was a 'look
ahead,' and a look ahead It remains. JTho future has not been revealed to
us."

Mr. Carnegie recalls that In hie "ear¬
ly days" he was treasurer of a com-
mlttee here, which co-operated with
ono In Canada favorable to annexation
with America.
"There were a number of prominent

men In Canada who thought that tho
future of Canada depended upon union
with us. Of this no trace exists to-
day, however. Canada Is marching for-
ward developing a career for herself.
